Although it will be hard to match last season's output the 1986-87 version of the Concordia men’s varsity basketball team is nonethe- 
less considered a heavy favorite to partake in the National Championships. From all indications the four team Quebec University Basketball 
League, which also includes McGill, Bishop’s and Université du Québec 4 Trois-Riviéres will be a dogfight right through to the cam- 


paign’s denouement in March. 


The Stinger hoop squad is coming off a season which saw them 
compile a 22-5 overall record. Broken down categorically Con- 
cordia was 11-1 in conference play, 10-1 in tournaments, 1-2 in post- 
season play and lost their lone exhibition match. Back from that 
outstanding group of players, coached by 20 year veteran skip- 
per Doug Daigneault, are all-stars Rob Latter and Craig Norman, 
both entering their final season, and sparkplugs Bobby Verrelli 
and Parnell Joseph. Filling the void left by the departure of stan- 
dout performers Biagio Caresse and Chris Francis will be highly 
touted rookies Nick Arvanitis, Keith Alexander and Clint Farley. 

Look for Concordia to be a much quicker club this year because 
of good overall depth and team speed. Freshmen Arvanitis and 
Alexander enjoyed fine training camps. 

Coach Daigneault is once again flanked by his two reliable as- 
sistants, John Dore and Harvey Liverman, both former players 
of his. 

McGill Redmen, the defending Quebec champions, will once 
again be one of the teams to beat. Concordia-McGill games last 
year featured a lot of intensity. A real rivalry was established and 
it showed by the large crowds which turned out. Bishop’s Gait- 


ers, coached by Eddie Pomykala, will also be a team to be reck- 
oned with. Pomykala has been very aggressive in the area of 
recruiting and those results should register on the scoreboard. 
Meanwhile, at Trois-Riviéres, coach Claude Laliberté has his troops 
in fine shape. In addition to recruiting drives at Quebec schools, 
he has been seen at varsity gymnasiums with pen and pad in 
hand doing advance scouting for conference play.

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HEAD COACH 


DOUG DAIGNEAULT 
ee eee 


As Concordia Stingers head basketball coach Doug Daigneault 
heads into his 21st season behind the bench he looks back on 
the 1985-86 hoop campaign with mixed reactions. There were cer- 
tainly plenty of positives to reflect upon. He recorded his 400th 
career victory November 9 when his club beat the powerful York 
University Yeomen 93-72 at the McGill University Invitational. The 
Stingers would go on to win the three other tourneys they'd par- 
ticipate in, including their own Tip-Off and London Life Centen- 
nial competitions at the Loyola campus and the Toronto National. 
However, a national title alluded them. 

The dean of varsity basketball coaches in Quebec, Daigneault 
enters this season with 418 career wins under his belt and look- 
ing forward to reaching the magic 500 plateau. 

Dr. Edmund F. Enos, Director of Fitness, Recreation and Ath- 
letics at Concordia, the man who hired Daigneault two decades 
ago commended his coaching noting “through his assiduous pur- 
suit of excellence, unequivocal loyalty and devotion to his athletes 
and to the game of basketball, Doug Daigneault has made an 
immense contribution to the Concordia University community and 
sport in all of Quebec.” 

Last season Daigneault’s hoop troop compiled an overall record 
of 22-5 and at one point were ranked number one in the country. 
The team finished up conference play with an 11-1 mark, and a 
wild-card berth in the regionals at Lethbridge, where they had to 
settle for a consolation title. 

As always Doug looks ahead to the 1986-87 campaign with the 
attitude that he will not settle for anything less than a provincial 
title and a berth in the Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU) championships. 

Doug is one of the most respected cage mentors in the coun- 
try and you need only look at his record to understand why. Over 
the past 20 years he has amassed 11 league titles. Last year he 
was named Quebec University Athletic Association men’s basket- 
ball coach of the year for the sixth time. 

Daigneault started his coaching career in Ottawa and came to 
Loyola College in 1966 as its first full-time basketball instructor. 
He quickly built the program into one of the strongest in Canada, 
capturing five conference titles and registering an unprecedent- 
ed string of 66 consecutive victories in league play. When Loyola 
and Sir George Williams University merged to form Concordia 
in 1974 he was chosen to guide the Stingers. 

Born in Montreal, Doug grew up in Malone, New York and has 
been acclaimed one of the finest all-round athletes to ever be 
produced in the upper New York State region. He earned all-star 
honors at Franklin Academy in basketball, football and baseball 
before attending Clemson University. There he received a 
Bachelor of Science degree and played in the Orange, Blue Bon- 
nett and Sugar Bowl games. Following his graduation, Doug 
returned to Canada and signed with the Canadian Football League 
Ottawa Rough Riders, going to the Grey Cup in his rookie year. 


He later played for the now defunct Montreal Alouettes and Win- 
nipeg Blue Bombers. A back injury ended his playing career, but 
turned him in the direction of Loyola where [Enos handed the reigns 
of the basketball team over to him. 

When George Dixon surrendered the head coaching duties of 
the Loyola football club in 1971 Doug was offered and accepted 
the position in addition to his basketball duties. What was sup- 
posed to be only a temporary arrangement lasted seven years 
until Skip Rochette was brought in to take over the program, al- 
lowing Daigneault to devote all of his time to basketball. On the 
grid he led his teams to a 32-27-2 record and two conference cham- 
pionships. 

Doug works year-round on trying to put the best possible team 
on the court. In addition, he is senior associate director in the 
Department of Fitness, Recreation & Athletics, directly responsi- 
ble for men’s basketball, football and wrestling. 

Not surprisingly, Doug’s children are exceptional athletes. Three 
of his daughters have excelled in swimming. Lois and Debbie at- 
tended Clemson and Miami Universities, on scholarships and are 
now coaches. Julie entered the latter school after returning from 
the 1984 Los Angeles Summer Olympic Games, where she 
represented Canada. Doug’s two sons, Dean, 16 and Robbie, 14 
have been very successful in basketball, football, swimming and 
rowing in Chateauguay, which the Daigneault’s call home. 

Internationally speaking Doug assisted national team coach 
Jack Donahue with the Canadian program four summers ago as 
preparations began for the Olympics. 


Doug’s wife, Linda is a great Stinger supporter.

A native of Queen’s, New York, John Dore came to Montreal 
15 years ago because of basketball, and he’s never left. Now 
entering his sixth season as Doug Daigneault’s chief assis- 
tant coach, John was a three-time Quebec University Athletic 
Association all-star guard while playing for Loyola and then 
Concordia when the merger with Sir George took place. A good 
example of someone who mixed scholastics with athletics, he 
graduated in 1975 with a Science degree in Biology and Physi- 
cal Education. He found full-time employment almost imme- 
diately at Saint George’s School in Westmount, where he is 
now the department head of physical education and athletics. 
And that’s not all. Basketball coaching positions arose as assis- 
tant women’s varsity coach at Concordia and head coach of 
the Vanier College men’s team. There, he compiled a 35-25 
mark, including two playoff appearances, before being lured 
back to Concordia as one of Daigneault’s assistants. His role 
at St. George’s, which is a private elementary and high school, 
has proven most valuable to the university because he is able 
to get a close look at some of the better high schoolers as they 
go through the system. John was once offered a contract to 
travel with the famous Harlem Globe Trotters and play for the 
opposing team. He elected to stay here instead, where he now 
makes his home with wife Malka (a former member of the 
Loyola Tommies) and daughters Lisa and Lauren. During the 
summer months John is co-ordinator of the Fast Break Bas- 
ketball Camp at Bishop’s University in Lennoxville.

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1985-86 YEAR IN REVIEW 


For Concordia Stingers head basketball coach Doug Daigneault, the 1985-86 season was indeed a difficult one to sum up. 
There were certainly plenty of positives to reflect upon. In this his 19th season as coach, he recorded his 400th career victory 
November 9th when the Stingers beat the powerful York Yeomen 93-72 at the McGill University Invitational Tournament. Daig- 
neault’s troops won the three other tourneys they participated in, including their own Tip-Off and London Life Centennial com- 
petitions at the Loyola campus and the Toronto National. The coach's individual victory total now stands at 416. 

The hoop Stingers concluded the 1985-86 season with an overall record of 22-5. In conference play they were on their way 
to a perfect season, winning eleven straight contests. But a back injury to star center Rob Latter didn’t help matters as they 
dropped decisions of 88-70 and 68-66 in the regular season and conference finals respectively. Heading into the former contest 
the Stingers had surged to number one in the Canadian University rankings. 

For Daigneault, losing the Quebec University Athletic Association final was indeed a heartbreaker. Ditto for the entire team. 
More than 1,000 fans jammed the Loyola campus gymnasium on that March 2 Sunday afternoon, one of many capacity crowds 
during the 1985-86 campaign. It was a see-saw affair all the day, with neither club being able to build more than a six point 
lead all game. In the final 37 seconds Concordia had the first opportunity to break a 66-66 tie, but missed. McGill got the ball 
back and Sandi Ciacia’s field goal was right on the money. 

Nonetheless, Concordia gained a wild car berth in a regional tournament at Lethbridge, going up against the host Prong- 
horns, Victoria and St. Francis Xavier. The Stingers had to settle for the consolation championship, an 83-73 triumph over St. 
Francis Xavier after losing game one 77-58 to Lethbridge. 

Concordia concluded the year ranked number nine by the CIAU. 

Daigneault was named QUAA coach of the year while Latter and guards Craig Norman and Biagio Caresse were selected 
to the conference’s first all-star team. 

Playing in each of the team’s 27 games Norman scored 566 points, 18 less than his career high two seasons ago. The four 
year veteran, who will return again next year, had a per game average of 21 points and led the club with 238 field goals. 

The six-foot eight, 225 pound Latter participated in 24 games and notched 476 points for a per game average of 19.8. He 
was good on 96 of 165 free throw attempts and pulled in 318 rebounds on both defence and offence. 

Caresse, like Norman also in his fourth season, missed only one game. He had 388 points, or 14.9 per game. 

In addition to the “big three’ Concordia was sparked by second year guard Chris Francis’ 335 points and Bobby Verelli’s 
strong two way play. When the season ended Daigneault had 17 men on his roster, all of whom will still have eligibility remain- 
ing when the 1986-87 campaign rolls around.
